Grayling Had 
Substantial Growth 


According to an official bulle- 
:tin received from the district, 
census enumerator of Bay City, 
‘the city of Grayling has had a 
.Substantial growth in popula- 
‘tion. The figures show that we 
can count 2121 noses, an increase 
of 148 since the last official 
‘census taken in 1930. 

This is quite in tune with the | 
“cross state’ enumeration taken. 
‘a couple of years ago, when the 
.count was about 2,100. 

Grayling suffered a slump in 
‘population soon after the DuPont 
‘plant closed here about 20 years 
ago, when many families moved 
‘away from Grayling. Grayling 
stood still for a few years but 
during the past ten years our 
-city has had a steady, substantial | 
growth. Today Grayling is a 
better and more aggressive city 
than it has ever been and pros- 
pects are that it will continue i 
growth, .
